Businessman and perennial fight- 
er 'for Chinatown beautification 
Dean Woo suggests a prohibition 
of parking in Chinatown from 4 
an to 8 a.m. Director of the 
Royal Pacific Motel， Woo laments 
the fact that litterbugs are not 
readily fined in the U.S. as they 
are in Singapore. 

“What it comes down to is pri- 
Orities, says Crotty，and as yoU 
know the City purse strings are 
being guarded rather closely right 
now. Street cleaning is just being 
given a lower priority than other 
human needs. San Francisco has 
the highest concentration of autos 
per linear maile (of streets) of any 
city in the country. There is just 
not enough cleaning.” 

BLAME 

Where should the major blame 
be Placed for the litter in the 
streets” Most people interviewed 
Placed it on the shoulders of the 
People who live in Chinatown. 
Realtor and City College instruc- 
tor Dick Chin feels that the new 
immigrants cause Inost of the 
Problems. “The City is doing a 
good job . . . and the tourists be- 
have quite well.”Chin feels that 
the majority of the merchants 
keep their storefronts clean，but 
that a minority gyp the garbage 
services and circumvent the City 
ordinance that makes the property 
owner or the tenant responsible 
for scavenger servVice. 

“The conditions of the streets 
are characteristic of the neighbor- 
hood,” states Tatarian bluntly. 
“The habits of some of the Hong 
Kong imnmigrants are not the 
best.”Long-time Chinatown real- 
tor Hal Dowd says,，“ “The people 
who live here don't follow the 
ordinances. It's been that way for 
years and years. The tourists are 
Imore relliable. But I would have to 
Say that Chinatown is no different 
than many other areas in the City 
in this respect.” 

“The merchants have to cooper- 
ate and pick up papers and put 
them into refuse cans,， Says Woo. 


He tried to organize Chinato wn im 
clean-up campaigns but found the 
Chinese Chamber of Cormmerce 
more interested in beauty contests 
than health.“They just didn't'do 
a damn thing,， he says. 


MORE ACUTE 

Far from getting any better the 
health problem in Chinatown is 
becoming“more acute” according 
to the City 卫 nvironmental Health 
Inspector Dominic Crociani.“This 
recent heavy concentration of peo- 
ple from the Orient whose sanita- 
tion habits are different means 
that we must begin a process .of 
education.”TIThere is tremendous 
overcrowding in Chinatown，and 
yet the City housing code says 
there should only be two persons 
Per 100 square feet. Starting eight 
or nine years ago, the City brought 
about 72 dwejllings up to code 
with completion notices, Says Cro- 
ciani. 

“The tourists are part of the 
problem,， ”according to Kem Lee-. 
Crociani agrees and adds,， “Also 
there are the hippy types who 
turn over boxes and dump the 
garbage on the streets.” What hap- 
pens is that many merchants stack 
cardboard and wooden boxes of 
all sizes and shapes on the side- 
walk for the scavengers to pick up 
early in the morning. The'garbage 
lands on the sidewalk and is not 
the scavenger's responsibility. The 
wind takes over and blows the 
straw and Papers down the street. 

“When the merchant arrives ip 
the morming the garbage is gone 
and he's happy. But sormeone else 
down the block is very angry. 
Thbere are_ certain pockets in the 
city that cormtinually accumulate 
this wind-blown rubbish. This is 
usually on the west and north 
sides of the street，according to 
Crotty.“A good street cleaner 
will try to clean up these pockets 
even if they are on the sidewalk,” 
he says.“But we try not to adver- 
tise that fact，because people take 
advantage.” 


EARLY PICK-UP 


There was a try at an early picKk- 
up in Chinatown at 11 am.，but 
it was unsuccessful according to 


Crotty and Crociani.“Some stores 
close late，soime restaurants close 
at 11，the bars close at 2. It just 
didn't work,” says Crociani，He 
also says that-rowdies dump the 
garbage in the street to anger the 
merchants. 

It is not just paper and garbage 
that presents a_ health bazard in 
Chinatown. “ 卫 xpectoration is a 
real hazard,” exclaims Dr. Celia 
Johnson, the district health officer 
for District 4， which includes 
North Beach and Chinatown. “It 
is very dangerous. Im aware of 
Several people who had bad falls 
stepping on this.” 

The new appearance of many 


grocers on Stockton Street Pre- 


sents a new challenge for the Dis- 
trict 4 senior inspector for enyvi- 
ronmental health， Chong 开 oo. 
The vegetable sellers are cutting 
their greens and throwing thepeel- 
ings on the sidewalk. Other prob:- 
lem areas，according to 玫 oo，are 
the food sellers on Clay，Washing- 
ton,， and Pacific, the Powell Street 
markets， and Jackson between 
Powell and Stockton. 
INSPECTION 

Koo and his team of inspectors 
have jurisdiction over the China- 
town core area. 下 very Store ls re- 
quired to have one thorough in- 
spection every three months. There 
is only one inspector for the core 
area defined by census tracts 113， 
114，and 118. Another inspector 
has census _ tracts 106 and 107， 
whbich incluqde a large Chinese pop- 
ulation，as part of his total area. 
Koo admits that there are many 
businesses in the Chinatown area 
to be patrolled by these two in- 
spectors，but his department is 
limited by the budget. These in- 
spectors are also supposed to make 
spot checks each day and investi- 
gate complaints， 

If there is ahealth violation, the 
inspector warns the store Owner. 
The merchant is given one day, at 
the most，to clean up the violar 
tion. If there are repeated viola- 
tions，the exatmminer can issue 3a 
citation for the businessman to 
appear at the main office of Pub- 
lic Health for an administrative 
hearing. At that hearing there can

When the Chinese first came to 
America，life was simple. Most of 
them found menial jobs or opened 
small humble businesses to make a 
living，They were poor but the 
family structure was strong， They 
were religious and hard-working 


“and many suffered the hardships of 


an economically depressed 8ghetto. 

Then，through the years，doors 
gradually opened to the Chinese. 
Discrimination dwindled. Cit- 
izenship, better jobs, and education 
were _ available By the time they 
reached the Fifties，the majority 
enjoyed the good life. They bought 
property. They reached “The 
American Dream ”. 

Where should the Chinese go 
from here, now that they have made 
it? From a religious standpoint, they 
should how be cultivating com- 
passion and generosity. Howeyver， 
these virtues are more difficult than 
the goals of our parents, which were 
to climb out of poverty and to fulfill 
dreams of the promised land. In the 
Upward climb, religion began to lose 
its influence， 


HIGHER 
By the time the afuent 
Chinese reached the Sixties, 让 was 
almost impossible to say,，“ 工 made 
enough.”The trend was to go after 
higher salaries and protect oneself 
with more insurance, mutual funds， 
tax shelters，retirement plans，and 
other investments. The motto beard 
a generation ago0,“God first, others 
second，and myself last,” is now a 
rarity,. The motto today seems to be， 
“Myself first and others second,” 
What was once God now resembles 

the“Almighty Dollar.” 

On the other hand，mainland 
China has now reached a point 
similar to that when ouUIT parents 
started 一 the beginning of the 


upward climb. They have become 
religious,， putting others before self. 
Their philosophy now parallels that 
of the .early Christian churches. 
Crime，corruption，and porn- 
ography are almost non-existent. 
Their mortals have eclipsed ouUrs. 
Archbishop Fulton Sheen has said 
that they have“picked Up the cross 
without Christ.”He also stated that 
one of the paradoxes of our times is 
that religious people are becoming 
secular while the secular are be- 
coming religious. He also mentioned 
that there is a danger that sec- 
ulatized society will be followed by 
the “age of the demonic，” the 
essence of which will be “a contempt 
of the Cross.” 

If complicated society has de- 
humanized us perhaps a lesson can 
be learned from a simple country 
such as China。 We can learn even 
他 om the less _ complicated lives of 
ouULT yoUnger generation 一 the ones 
with different values and more 
concern and idealism.
